WAS HORRIBLY MANGLED 


Body That of Young Man About 


21 Years of Age—Deputy 


Coroner Notified. 


The bcdy of a young, unidentified 


man wa= found at 4:30 o'clock Sun- 
day 
morning almost opposite 
the 


tower in, the.extreme east end of the 
Panhandle 
yards by a man named 


Brown, wh-le going to work. Nothing 
was found in the cloilhing that would 
reveal in the slightest degree the 
name or residence of ihe young fel- 
low. 


Mr. Brown was v€Ty startled when 


he saw the corpse"lying along 
the 


north track in the yards, but he hur- 
ried to a telephone and called Under- 
taker McGonagle, .who removed the 
body to the morgue, •« herd- it was 
v.ewed by Dep,u-ty Coroner Wiyiarch, 
and then prepared for burial. 


The dead man is about 21 years oi 


age, about fixe feet, three inches in 
height, ana"has very light 
brown 


hair. 
His-weight was about 115 


pounds. The" theory has 
been 
ad- 


vanced that he may have been 
a 


helper -with a race horse and may 
have been trying to beat his -way to 
Coshocton, where th.e fair is being 
held thts week. 


The more startling theory that he 


might have been assaulted and robbed 
ang his body thrown on the tracks has 
also gained considerable circulation— 
due probably to the fact that abso- 
lutely nothtog was found in any of 
his pockets. 
When found the 
body 


was dressed ?oi a pair of blue over- 
alls, and a black shirt, striped with 
white. 
He had on black shoes that 


had been originally tan, but 
were 


stained, and a pair of brass buckles 
adorned them. A cap TM.th flaps that 
buttoned on top and a. pair of canvas 
glore» completed Ms costume. The 
fact 
that his overalls were greasy 


caused some to think he was a- rail- 
road man. but his age would seem 
to contradict this. 


The body was badly mangled, his 


left leg being mashed off at 
the 


thigh and the foot on the same leg 
was mashed. His (right arm was bad- 
ly crushed just above the elbow, and 
bis nead was mashed to <a- jelly. His 
death was instantaneous and he had 
been dead probably three hours when 
found, according to a statement made 
by Mr. McGonagle. 


Manv people viewed the body, but 


none recognized the mutilated form. 
There v\ere no marks on the body, 
such as moles or tattoo desr-gns. The 
body will be kept for a short time aad 
if not claimed it will be buried in the 
potters field. 


Although nothing happened Mon- 


day that shed any light on the find- 
ing of the body, the theory of murder 
or suicide is generally Ihd accepted 
one. 
The fact that absolateJy'nothing 


was found upon the person 
of *he 


dead man would go to show that if 
it was murder every possible clue was 
removed by the assailants so that the 
identity of the body would not be dis- 
covered before they made good their 
escape.

and the threatened move 'of Austria- 
Hungary to annex Bosnia and Herze- 
govinia are problems which, unless 
the greatest diplomacy is used, will 
plunge Europe"" into a 
devastating 


war. 
The" majority of diplomats be- 


lieve that Emperor Franz Josepf 
is 


back of the whole thing and that 
trouble betwen Turkey and Bulgaria 
over the- possession of a Roumelian 
section of the Turkish Oriental rail- 
way was tated by Austrian-Hungary 
as the means of averting attention, 
from her annexation plans. 


Sofia, Bulgaria, Oct. 5.—• Proclama- 


tion of Bulgaria as an 
independent 


kingdom was formally made at the 
ancient Bulgarian capital at Tirnova, 
today. A conference of war ministers 
and chiefs of staff 
followed. Tele- 


grains were sent throughout Bulgaria, 
'ordering immediate mobilization, of 
all available soldiers. It is expected 
to have an army of at least 340,000 
ready for the field within three days. 


Constantinople, Oct. 5.—Turkey will 


meet Bulgaria's declaration, of inde- 
pendence with armed force. Immedi- 
ately upon the receipt of the 
official 


message that Bulgaria has thrown off 
Turkish suzerainty, the cabinet as- 
sembled, and is still in session. There 
is widespread sentiment in favor of 
deposing Abdul Hamid prior to the 
declaration of war as a measure of 
safety. 
It is feared he will take ad- 


vantage of war to resume absolute 
rule. Turkey has 150.000 troops avail-

How to Remove Tree Stumps.

Instruction in regard to the 
immigration and naturalization laws 
are particularly valuable to the for- 
eign speaking men. 


A class has been discussed- and ar- 


rangements are partly worked out 
for it, to study 
"The 
Theory 
of 


Moulding." This class would be very 
valuable to molders apprentices and 
"core makers." Practical 
men who 


have examined the course agree that 
the study will be a valuable part of 
the training of a first class workman.
